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INTRODUCTION

Since the 2000 edition of the 
MDOC Statistical Report, bound 
paper copies have no longer been 
produced and distributed.  Instead, 
these annual statistical reports 
are published only on the official 
MDOC web site on the Internet.  
The MDOC home page web ad-
dress is http://www.michigan.
gov/corrections, and the Statistical 
Reports are located under the Pub-
lications & Information link.

The crime breakdowns in 
the core tables of the first three 
sections of the 2004 report 
— regarding felony court disposi-
tions, prison intake and prison 
population — are all based on 
the longer 10-character offense 
codes, as was first shown in the 
1999 report. They are also sorted 
by offense code rather than by 
crime frequency or maximum 
term. Since the new sort order 
keeps sequential offense codes 
together, similar crimes that have 
identical maximum penalties are 
no longer consolidated. This new 
level of detail provides much richer 
information than in the past. 

However, the additional 
detail also makes the crime tables 
much longer; and the reader must 
be careful to watch for related of-
fense codes when attempting to 
examine the data for a particular 
type of crime. For example, several 
separate offense codes now appear 
for the crime of first degree crimi-
nal sexual conduct (750.520B--) 
in each crime table because each

z Section C, Prisoner Population, 
presents descriptions of Mich-
igan’s correctional facilities 
and statistics regarding the 
characteristics of  the prisoner 
population.

z Section D,  Parole Board, sum-
marizes data on offender move-
ment to parole and Parole Board 
activity and decisions, and 
examines the parole outcomes 
of offenders who paroled in 
2000.

This section contains data 
on statewide felony court disposi-
tions — broken down by offense, 
sentencing jurisdiction and type of 
disposition. Offenders may have 
committed multiple offenses that 
the felony courts handle as a single 
court disposition or sentencing 
event. Both offender-based data 
and offense-based data have dis-
tinct uses that are not interchange-
able, therefore, offender-based 
data is presented in Tables A and 
A1 through A1c and offense-based 
data is presented in Tables A2 
through A2c.

Tables A and A1 through A1c 
aggregate multiple offenses and/or 
disposition (sentencing) dates into 
offenders. In other words, offenders 
with multiple offenses and/or mul-
tiple dispositions, from the same 
sentencing county, were reported 
as follows:

 Offenses/Dispositions for the 
same offender that occurred 
three or more months apart 
were reported as separate 
disposition events. (It is pos-
sible that these separate events 
were combination events, as 
discussed in the next bullet.)

 Offenses/Dispositions for the 
same offender that occurred 
less than three months apart 
were aggregated together into 
one disposition event using the 
following sequence in order to 
report the most severe details 
for the disposition event:

 The most severe disposition 
was reported (e.g., a disposi-
tion to prison was reported 
over a disposition to jail).

 If the dispositions were 
of equal severity, then the 
disposition with the longest 
minimum term was report-
ed.

 If the dispositions and mini-
mum terms were of equal 
severity, then the disposition 
with the longest maximum 
term was reported. (Mini-
mum term is used as the first 
severity tie-breaker, since 
it represents the minimum 
penalty imposed by the judge 
based on the mitigating/
aggravating facts of the 
offender’s current criminal 
activity, whereas the maxi-
mum term represents the 
Legislature’s statutory limita-
tions on judicial discretion 
for the current criminal 
activity.)

Table A shows the statewide 
prison commitment rates of of-
fenders for 2004 and the previous 
fourteen years. Table A no longer 
provides separate prison commit-
ment rates for offenses involving 
mandatory sentences to prison 
and offenses that do not involve 
mandatory sentences to prison, as 
2004 is the first full year of prison 
commitments since PA 665 of 2002 
repealed mandatory minimum 
prison terms for drug offenses.

Table A1 shows the 2004 
court dispositions of offenders 
broken down by disposition type 
and by sentencing county circuit 
within each of the three Field 
Operations Administration (FOA) 
regions. Tables A1a through A1c 
show the information in Table 

Court Dispositions A
A1 broken down by major crime 
categories (i.e., non-assaultive, 
drug and assaultive offenses). The 
A1 series of tables are based on 
offenders, so multiple offenses/
dispositions for the same offender 
are aggregated and reported per 
the above sequence.

Table A2 shows the 2004 
court dispositions of offenses bro-
ken down by disposition type and 
offense. Tables A2a through A2c 
show the information in Table A2 
broken down by major crime cat-
egories (i.e., non-assaultive, drug 
and assaultive offenses). The A2 
series of tables are based on all 
offenses, so multiple offenses/dis-
positions for the same offender are 
reported individually by offense.

The crimes in the A2 series 
of tables are sorted by Michigan 
Compiled Law (MCL) numbers 
and Prosecuting Attorney’s Co-
ordinating Council (PACC) codes 
(the sort order used since 1999). 
Since this sort order keeps related 
codes together, similar crimes that 
have identical maximum penalties 
are not consolidated. This level 
of detail provides much richer in-
formation, but the reader must be 
careful to watch for related codes 
when attempting to examine the 
frequency and disposition pattern 
for a particular type of crime. For 
example, several separate offense 
codes appear for the crime of first 
degree criminal sexual conduct 
(750.520B--) because each code 
represents a specific characteristic 
of the offense.

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This section provides data 
on prison intake — the number 
and characteristics of new prison-
ers received into the Department’s 
institutions and camps.

Tables B1a and B1b exclude 
one category of intake, called addi-
tional sentence imposed. Additional 
sentence imposed is excluded from 
these tables because rather than new 
offenders admitted into the system, 
these are prisoners who are already 
incarcerated and then receive an ad-
ditional sentence, either because of 
a crime committed while incarcer-
ated or because of later sentencing 
on a previous pending charge.

All of the other tables and 
charts in this section include the 
additional sentence imposed cat-
egory.

Tables B1a through B1c com-
pare prison intake for 2004 with 
intake and various other data for 
past years.

Table B2 shows all 2004 
prison intake broken down by 
minimum sentence and offense. 
Tables B2a through B2c show the 
information in Table B2 broken 
down by major crime categories 
(i.e., non-assaultive, drug and as-
saultive). Table B3 shows female 
intake broken down by minimum 
sentence and offense.

The crimes in the B2 series 
of tables and the B3 table are 
sorted by Michigan Compiled Law 
(MCL) numbers and Prosecuting 
Attorney’s Coordinating Council 
(PACC) codes (the sort order used 
since 1999).  Since this sort order 
keeps sequential codes together, 
similar crimes are not consolidated. 
This level of detail provides much 
richer information, but the reader 
must be careful to watch for related 
codes when attempting to exam-
ine the prison intake frequency 
and minimum term distribution 
for a particular type of crime.  For 
example, several separate offense 
codes now appear for the crime of 
first degree criminal sexual conduct 
(750.520B--) because each code 
represents a specific characteristic 
of the offense.

Tables B4a through B7 sum-
marize commitments to prison 
broken down by various other 
characteristics — including age, 
race, gender, commitment type, and 
major crime type.

This chart was modified in 1999 from previous years to accommodate a change in reporting from
the Michigan State Police.  The MSP changed its process for reporting index crimes in the 1999
UCR report and generated estimates back through 1995 for continuity.  State index crime totals
are now calculated by combining actual figures with estimates of missing data, using an estima-
tion process adapted from that used by the FBI.  The MSP’s estimation process is designed to help
ensure an accurate portrayal of crime trends, and minimize fluctuations due to reporting discrep-
ancies.

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This section presents descrip-
tions of Michigan’s correctional 
facilities and statistics regarding 
the characteristics of the prisoner 
population.

The map shows the location 
of each Michigan prison and camp, 
as well as a geographic breakdown 
of the Correctional Facilities Ad-
ministration (CFA) regions. The 
map is followed by a description 
of each facility.

Table C is a breakdown of 
the net operating capacity of the 
institutions and camps by security 
level.

Table Ca displays the end-of-
year institution and camp popula-
tion from 1990 through 2004.

Table C1 shows the total 
prisoner population broken down 
by minimum sentence and offense. 
The total population includes 
prisoners housed in institutions, 
camps,  the SAI-Prison program 
and Community Residential Pro-
grams (CRP). Tables C1a through 
C1c show the information in Table 
C1 broken down by major crime 
categories (i.e., non-assaultive, 
drug and assaultive). Table C2 
shows the total female prisoner 
population broken down by mini-
mum sentence and offense.

The crimes in the C1 series 
of tables and the C2 table are 
sorted by Michigan Compiled Law 
(MCL) numbers and Prosecuting 
Attorney’s Coordinating Council 
(PACC) codes (the sort order used 
since 1999). Since this sort order 
keeps sequential codes together, 
similar crimes  that have identi-
cal maximum penalties are not 
consolidated. This level of detail 
provides much richer informa-
tion, but the reader must be care-
ful to watch for related codes 
when attempting to examine the 
prison population frequency and 
minimum term distribution for a 
particular type of crime. For ex-
ample, several separate offense 
codes now appear for the crime of  
first degree criminal sexual conduct 
(750.520B--) because each code 
represents a specific characteristic 
of the offense.

Tables C3a through C3c sum-
marize the total prisoner population 
broken down by age, location and 
race.

Table C4 summarizes the 
movement of prisoners into and out 
of the institution and camp popula-
tion during 2004. To demonstrate 
the effect of prisoner movement 
on the size of the institution and 

Prisoner Population C
camp population, Table C4 reports 
only the movements onto and off 
of the institution/camp count. In 
other words, the table ignores 
movement types that do not affect 
the total count (e.g., movements 
between institutions). It also does 
not show prisoner movements that 
do not involve prison/camp loca-
tions (e.g., prisoner movements to 
parole from CRP locations).

Table C5 shows the number 
of escapes from secure DOC cus-
tody from 1999 through 2004. The 
Department recently modernized 
its coding and reporting of escapes, 
as is explained in the narrative of 
Table C5. The modernization was 
implemented starting with 1999 
data, but escape figures since 
1996 were recalculated using the 
new reporting process to provide 
a trend line based on consistent 
methodology.

This section summarizes 2004 

data on offender movement to 
parole, and Parole Board activity 
and decisions. It also examines the 
parole outcomes of offenders who 
paroled in 2000.

Table D shows the total 
number of prisoner movements 
to parole each year from 1990  
through 2004.

Table D1 compares 2004 Pa-
role Board activity and decisions to 
that of the previous nineteen years. 
Table D1a provides more detail 
regarding the 2004 activity of the 
Parole Board.

Table D2 shows the parole 
outcomes of prisoners who paroled 
in 2000. This routine follow-up is 
conducted only on offenders who 
parole from their sentences for the 
first  time in the applicable year (i.e., 
reparoles are excluded from the 
analysis). The recidivism measure 
is whether parolees are returned 
to prison, either as technical rule 
violators or as parole violators with 
new sentences (PVNS) during the 
parole term.

The offense groups shown on 
the left in Table D2 are the crimes 
from which the prisoners were   
paroled.  Of the 8,070 prisoners pa-
roled for the first time in 2000, 4,128 
(51%) completed the parole term 
successfully, 2,628  (33%)  were 
returned to prison for technical rule 
violations, and 1,314 (16%) were 
sentenced to prison for new offenses 
committed while on parole.

Table D2a  examines the 
1,314 parole violators with new 
sentences. It compares the new 
crimes committed while on parole 
to the original crimes from which 
the offenders paroled.

To read Table D2a, locate the 
original crimes in the first column on 
the left. Alpha characters in paren-
theses follow the descriptive labels. 
Corresponding alpha characters 
appear across the top of the table, 
identifying the new crime types. 
The first number to the right of each 
original crime shows the number of 
offenders who were paroled in 2000 
from that original crime and then 
returned to prison for a new crime. 
The cells where the corresponding 
rows and columns intersect show 
how many of the new sentences 
were for the same offense types as 
the original crimes.

For example, 50 of the 1,314 
parole violators with new sentences 
in Table D2a were paroled from the 
original crime of auto theft. Of those 
50, 8 were returned to prison dur-
ing the parole term for a new auto 
theft sentence.

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This section contains data 
and information regarding the 
community supervision programs 
and functions of the Department’s 
Field Operations Administration 
(FOA).

The Field Operations Ad-
ministration is responsible for 
supervision of all adult felons on 
probation and parole, as well as 
prisoners living in the community.  
Prisoners are either housed in FOA 
operated residential centers or su-
pervised on electronic monitoring. 
Selected parolees and probationers 
are also supervised on electronic 
monitoring. 

In addition, the FOA is re-
sponsible for administration and 
operation of  the Department’s 
technical rule violator centers 
for parolees and FOA prisoners, 
residential programs for selected 
parolees and probationers, as 
well as the Department’s Special 
Alternative Incarceration (SAI) boot 
camp program for prisoners and 
probationers.  

The FOA also supervises of-
fenders sentenced to supervision 
under the Holmes Youthful Trainee 
Act, and the Parole Board is a 
component of the Field Operations 
Administration.

In 1995, Michigan’s Of-
fice of Community Corrections 
(OCC) was transferred into the 
Department as an agency within 
the FOA. The OCC works with 
local units of government to 
implement  the Community 
Corrections Act (P.A. 511 of 
1988).

Field operations are ad-
ministered through Regional and 
Area offices (see map).  Region 
I is Wayne County; Region II is 
roughly the southeastern portion 
of the lower peninsula, except for 
Wayne County; and Region III is 
the rest of the lower peninsula and 
all of the upper peninsula.

The FOA central office pre-
pares budgets, sets policy and 
procedure, initiates and manages 
special projects and assignments,  
and handles issues that cannot be 
taken care of locally, such as In-
terstate Compact matters and com-
munications regarding absconders 
picked up in other states.

• Zero tolerance escape policy was
implemented on September 1, 1993
to strengthen monitoring and ac-
countability of prisoners in commu-
nity programs.

• Under the policy, prisoners must
adhere to preset daily schedules
which determine their whereabouts
at  specific  times. Any  violations
of the schedules without mitigating

circumstances are considered es-
capes, and immediate steps are
taken to apprehend and return the
prisoners to an institution.

• Zero tolerance CRP escapes in-
creased sharply at first while pris-
oners got used to the policy, but the
number of CRP escapes subse-
quently declined over the years.  In
the most recent years the decline in

CRP escape numbers has also
reflected the drop in CRP popu-
lation, resulting from the Truth in
Sentencing law, which prohibits
CRP placement  for affected pris-
oners until after the full mini-
mum sentence has been served.

The Office of Community 
Corrections (OCC) works with local 
units of government and criminal 
justice professionals to implement 
Michigan’s Community Correc-
tions Act. The purpose of the Act 
is to increase the range and utiliza-
tion of community sanctions and 
services for non-violent offenders 
in order to reduce admissions 
to prison. The OCC implements 
program policies, guidelines and 
standards, and provides technical 
assistance to local units of govern-
ment to develop and implement 
locally-developed comprehensive 
corrections plans. These plans out-
line criminal justice problems and 
how policies and practices and P.A. 
511 funds will address them.

Local governments voluntari-
ly participate in the implementation 
of the Act through forming Commu-
nity Corrections Advisory Boards 
(CCABs) which have responsibili-
ties for developing comprehensive 
corrections plans. The plans estab-
lish the framework for applications 
for funds. Since 1989, 80 counties 
across the state have elected to 
participate in implementation of 
the Act through the formulation 
of single-county, multi-county 
and county-city Community Cor-
rections Advisory Boards.  During 

Fiscal Year 2004, community 
corrections funds were awarded to 
support programming in 73 coun-
ties pursuant to plans/proposals 
prepared by 47 CCABs.

Du r i ng  f i s c a l  2004 , 
$12,952,283 was awarded for 
comprehensive corrections plans 
and services, and $15,820,560 for 
probation residential services. 

The OCC continued to work 
with local agencies to upgrade 
criminal justice information 
systems and to facilitate data 
sharing and the development of 
integrated information systems 
in FY 2004. This included efforts 
to integrate information from 
jails, courts, probation, service 
providers and local community 
corrections agencies. The goals 
are to reduce redundancy in data 
entry, improve the quality of the 
data available at local and state 
levels, improve communication 
among agencies and improve 
the efficiency of criminal justice 
decision making.

The number of new enroll-
ees in community corrections 
programs during FY 2004 was 
41,856. Table E14 shows the 
number of offenders determined 
eligible and enrolled in programs 
by crime class and legal status.
